By s new invention somse of the painful
festures of the disposition of the dead,
in those ecases where delsy in burisl
or cremation is npecemsary, is avoided,
and partial dissection iz dispensed
with. This inwention consists of & flexible
sir-tight envelope to enclosa the body which
is placed on a suitable truck for supporting
it, The sack, after the insertion of the re-
mains, is made sir tight by means of set
screws and clamps at one end, while at the
other is a nozzle connected with an sir
pump. After the air has been partially ex-
hausted, the nozzle is connected to s vessel
which contains compressed embalming
vapor. The suck is also provided with
hoops to keep it distended, and & face mask
for the protection of the features. The gas
may be made commercially or manufactured
by the undertaker a¢ his place of Imlin:::l
and kept in a suitable gas holder on bo
ship, or conveyed to the plave where the
body is. The pressure of the gas causes it
w0 eate through the tissues of the body,
and this is much facilitated by the
previous exhaustion of the sir, When used
at sea the embalming sack serves as a casket
for containing the body until the ship ar-
rives at port.

The idea of crema-
tion is daily being received with more favor
in England, and the suggestion of Bir Spen-
ver Wells that in future only properly ere-
mwated remains should beadmitted to funersl
honors in Westminster Abbey and other
national msusoleunms, has met with general
approbation,

eath, experience has proved that nature
kindly draws over the victim the sheltering
weil of oblivion. The drowning man floats
away ina ful dream of illusions. The
man who falls from 8 precipice is made in-
sensible by the blow, TEE too frequent
vietim of & railroad disaster is stupefied st
the first shock and koows pothing later.
The swoke and flames that are to destroy
lite bring their blessed anodyne, as the first
step in the sad proceeding, It is therefore
well to reconstruct the almost universal bat

Torpedeo Mancuvers.

An interesting experiment in jumping o
torpedo over & boom has been carried out in
Porchester creek by the officers of the Ver-
mont. The boom, which was 20 feet in
length, differed from the usual spars which
are used for the defense of harbors against
torpedo sttacks, in that it was six feet broad
and surmounted by a number of spiles,
which It was supposed would receive the
boat and hold it & prisoner. A first-class tor-
pedo boat, which had been strengthened for
the purpose, was selected to attack the boom.
Having worked her engine up to {ull speed,
she made o dash at the boom at the rate of
about 20 knota, At this speed her stem was
lifted out of the water almost as high as the
boom itself, which sonk on impact, and be-
fore it could rise to the surfuce the momen-
tom of the eraft hal carried her over. It
was subsequently lound that neither her ent-
water nor propeller had suffered in the least,
nor had = single plate been bulged or start-
ed. The result of the experiment points to
the faet that either the hoomsmust be dupli-
cuted or thot they must be sppplemented
with nets, with the objeot of inlaugling the
screws ol the attacking snemy,

Rinte Usflt for Rooflng.

Slate is being emphatically denounced by
some of the technical journals ns & material
for roofing. Oun & recent occasion, a alute-
roofed mill was fired heat from an ad-
joining building. The heat eracked the
sintes, und they ran off the roof in a shower,
leaving dry wood ex to the flames,
Another buildieg covered with shingles was
equully exposed, and the roof of the slate-
covered mill took fire before the shingled
roof.

Horseshoo for Slippery Puvements,
Apropos of the discussion which has been

In England and in many
parts of the continent, they havefora lnnﬁ
time been using the Yates horseshoe, whic
is made from com common cowhide,
three thicknesses ot the ecowakin bein
pressed iuto a steel mold and then subj
to a chemical preparation, It isclaimed for
it that it is much lighter than ‘the ordinary
that 1t lasts longer and that it entirely
precludes split hoofs. Itis perfectly smooth
on the »o calks being required, the
shos adhering firmly on the most polisl
surface. It elasticity prevents many sprains,
the horse’s steps b ugjlighter and surer.

The
vein has been traced for 30 miles, and al-
ready & marble catting mill has been set in
operation, capable o cuwnﬁmh of three
to six feet square, of any thickness, run by
water power. The marble shows itself in
immense tiers, one above the other, perfeot-
ly bare, to a height of 500 feet. From these
wonderful ¢liffs of pure marble any sized
blocks eam be quarried withouta week’s
work in clearing.

Electricliy as Applied 1o Bascball

Photographing the Beltom of a Well.

The moment it
touched the bottom s bright flash lit up the
cavity, and a perfect picture of the whole
was impmm the negative, It revealed
us the effect of the explosive shock s cavity
14 feet brosd and T feet below the sand.
Roek, sand, pebbles and minute objects
were distinetly revealed upon the plate,
This device is likely to prove of the greatest
benefit to science and o1l men,

Seamless Steel Bonis.

Hydrsulic power is now being applied to
the manufacture~of seamless steel boats,
Thess boats are claimed to be proof against
the destructive influences of sun and shower,
and to be much more durable and reliable
than the ordinary wooden boatws. Though
made of steel the weight will not be greater
than that of & wooden t of the same size,
and the buoyaoey will comsequently be not
lesa. Itis contended that in every respect
tho seamless steel boat will be superior to
the wooden one, aud the cost of one will not
be materially greater than that of the other.
